Boston, October 20.—A narrow cell 
in Charles street jail tonight holds the 
Rev. Clarence Virgil Thompson Riche- 
son, the young rector of the Immanuel 
Baptist Cambridge, who was 
arrested today for the alleged murder 
of pretty Avis Linnell, of Hyannis, 
Mass., to whom he had been engaged. 

His commitment to jail this after- 
noon without bail on a charge of first- 
degree murder marked a temporary 
end to a chain of circumstances which 
detectives have followed assid- 
iuously since the death of Miss Linnell, 
last Saturday, by cyanide of potassium 
poisoning. Miss LinnéTl, who was 19 
years old, and a student at the con- 
servatory of music, was found dead in 
the bath room of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association home here. At 
first the police beMleved she had com- 
mitted suicide, but later developments 
indicated that, she had unknowingly 
taken cyanide of potassium sent her 
by some other person, in, the belief 
that it would remedy her embarrassing 
physical condition. 

Minister Purchased Poison. 

' For several days the police inquiry 
made little progress, but information 
received early today that Mr. Richeson 
had purchased cyanide of potassium at 
a drug stare in Newton led the offi- 
cere to decide upon his arrest. A dozen 
officers, Xeadea by Deputy Superintend- 
ent Watts, were forced to maintain an 
eight-hour vigil outside the fashion- 
able home in Brookline of Moses Grant 
Kdmands, where the clergyman had 
been staying during the past week, 
before the minister was taken into 
custody, however. Repeated pulls at 
the door bells, rappings and shouts 
failed to bring any responses from 
those within the house through the 
night, and the police, who were with- 
out a warrant, were unwilling to make 
a forcible entrance. 

The deputy superintendent and his 
assistants, with a crowd of newspaper 
men, remained on guard until about 7 
a. m., When they were admitted. 

Mr. Kdmands is the father of Miss 
Violet Hdmands, for whose marriage 
to Mr. Richeson, on October 31, cards 
had been issued. These invitations 
were recalled today. 

Edmands Have Faith in Richeson, 

The Kdmands family, however, main- 
tains faith in Mr. Richeson, and the 
only announcement in connection with 
the withdrawal of the cards was that 
the marriage had been postpened. 

The setting of October 31 as the date 
for a further hearing of Mr. Richeson 
developed a coincidence in the fact that 
the day is that on which he was to 
have been married. But neither ‘the 
announcement of the date nor any 
Other happenings in connection with 
his arrest seemed to disturb the pris- 
oner. 

Even when faced by William Hahn, 
the Newton druggist who declared that 
Richeson had purchased cyanide of 
potasstum from him a week ago Tues- 
day, the minister was unperturbed, ap- 
parentiy. As Hahn was shown into the 
room at pelice headquarters Richeson 
stepped forward and shook his hand. 
It was noticeable that the druggist 
was more moved than the accused man. 
Facing the clergyman, Hahn, who has 
known Mr. Richeson for several years, 
told how Richeson walked into Ris 
store Tuesday evening, October 10, and 
asked: 

Richeseon Wantee to Kill Dog. 

“I've got a dog at’ home that is cre- 
ating a disturbance. She will be a 
nuisance unless 1 can kill her soon.” 
Mr. Hahn said that he responded to 
Ric heson: 

“I never Knew you had a dog,” and 
that Richeson replied that he kept it 
in his room. Inquiry by the police 
where Mr. Richeson roomed developed 
the presence only of a male dog, own-

When | 
the fugitive imperialists reach the main | 
army now mobilizing near Sin Yang 
Chow, knowledge of the repulse it is 
believed will utterly demoralize the 
troops, while as the news travels along 
the Yang Tse river it will probably 
cause important adhesions to the rebel 
cause. 

Situation Acknowledged Sertous. 

The foreign legations here believe 
that today’s news from Hankow and 
Yun Nan will mean that the provinces 
south of the Yang Tse and also some 
on the nerth side of the river sooner 
or later will secede. 

The government acknowledges there 
is a serious situation in Chang Sha, 
province of Hu Nan, which it is be- 
lieved in Peking means that Chang 
Sha has joined the revolt. 

Foreigners whose business it is to 
study China, think the northern prov- 
inces which are not deeply affected by 
sedition may rally around the Man- 
chues. Everything, however, seems to 
depend on an immediate and success- 
ful advance by Minister of War Yin 
Tchange, who now commands 20,000 
men within 100 miles of Hankow; but 
only the foreign ministry pretends to 
enjoy confidence in his promised at- 
tack. Already, Yin Tchang is issuing 
proclamations offering pardons to all 
who desert the rebel’s standard, and 
it is believed he will rely on procla- 
mations and negotiations, fearing he 
would be unable to move his army. 

Many Rebels Deserting. 

At midnight tonight a report from 
Yin Chang was published in the Offi- 
cial Gazette. It does not refer to 
Wednesday's fighting at ankow. It 
says the Twenty-secund regiment ar- 
rived at Hankow Sunday and that the 
rebels attacked twice but were re- 
pulsed and that ‘three rebels were 
captured. His spies report that the 
rebels are preparing for a defense of 
Wu Chang and Hankow. Many de- 
sertions from the rebel ranks are re- 
ported. Yin Tchang says he has made 
Sin Yang Chow his temporary head- 
quarters and will proceed south after 
the arrival of the fourth division of 
troops,

Gliddenites Pass Over Best:

Dwraoes IN GALA ATTIRE,

Atlanta Stands Splendid Chance 
of Winning Glidden Trophy.

Anderson, S. C.; October 20.—(Spe- 
Cilal.)—The Glidden tourists will rofl 
their mud-bespattered, travel-stained 
cars in Atlanta late tomorrow after- 
noon. After the run of 142 miles from 
Anderson, 8S. C., to Peachtree road, they 
will check in at Buckhead and proceed 
toward the center of town accompanied 
by the local welcome committee in cars.

ed by the landlord, who said Richeson 
had never owned a dog during the 
eight months he had lodged there.

Cyanide of potas- 
sium was mentioned as acting instant- 
and the druggist said he gave 
Richeson enough to kill three dogs, 
but the minister asked for more, and 
the preparation finally amounted to 
enough to poison ten men. As Mr. 
Richeson turned to go, Hahn says the 
clergyman reminded him of his com- 
ing wedding to Miss Edmands, and 
said, “Don’t forget to come,” adding, 
“It must seem mysterious to you about 
my buying this, but you can Keep a 
secret.” 

This story brought to Chief Inspect- 
or Dugan, of the Boston police, by 
Hahn’s attorney led to Richeson’s ar- 
rest, \ 

A Pathetic Parting. 


In an official statement regarding

Watts said he found the minister in 
bed and awake, but looking disturbed.

Looking toward 
further organization of the movement, 
Mrs. Blount has urged the formation of 
societies in every state. | 

Children “Are Important.” 

“Like American mothers,’ she said 
“an important function of the assoctla- 
tion is having children. While it can- 
not be-stated how many children Amer- 
iean mothers ought to have, the Na-

MOB THREATENS 


DESPERATE NELRD 


lynching at Hands of Medi- 
cal Students Narrowly Averted 


Lewis Miles Stabs Two Negro 
Women in Chinese Laundry. 
Their Cries Bring Students 
of Southern School of Phar- 
macy to the Scene. 


After severely stabbing two women 
in a Chinese laundry at 106 Luckie 
street, Lewis Miles, a negro wanted by 
the police, narrowly escaped lynching 
Thursday afternoon from the hands of 
a mob of 200 medical students, who 
were stopped by the timely interference 
of cooler heads. Badly beaten and 
bruised, he was turned over to the po- 
lice by leaders of the crowd. 

The police were looking for Miles 
on Thursday. On the afternoon of that 
day, he invadeq the Chinese laundry of 
George Hong, 106 Luckie street, and 
trandishing a long Knife, threatened to 
kill everyone in the establishment. 
Hong, the proprietor, attempted to in- 
terfere, but the negro went on through 
the building to the rear yard, where he 
seriously stabbed two negro women 
workers of the place, against toth of 
whom he is reported to have held ill 
feelings. 

One of the women, cut and bleeding, 
ran to the front of the laundry, where 
she screamed for help. Her cries were 
heard by several students of the South- 
ern School of Pharmacy, situated diag- 
onaily across the street, who ran to her 
assistance. 

When he say the students coming, 
Miles broke and ran for two blocks 
down Luckie street, where he was cap- 
tured by the young men, and carried 
, where the po- 
lice were notified. . 

On a pretense of some kind, Miles 
managed to make a breakaway, and 
again ran down the street, followed by 
the mob, now about 200 strong. 

When caught for the second time, the 


| big negro put up a fignt, but was badly 


worsted by his captors. Cries of “lynch 
him’? went up from the mob, and, for a 
time, it looked as if the negro would 
be dealt with severely. However, cool- 
er heads timely interfered, and he was 
brought back to the school. 

While waitiag for the patrol wagon 
Miles fought to free himself. He was 
quieted, though, when a stydent in the 
dissecting room of the school offered 
his assistance if the unruly negro was 
brought there. 

That the average negro is always in 
abject terror of a medical college, es- 
pecially the dissecting department, was 
shown Ly Miles’s statement made while 
in the custody of the police, to whom 
he was explaining his endeavors to free 
himself from his youthful captors. 

“IT allus did steer clear of that ar col. 
lege,” he said, ‘““cause I’ve heerd a lot 
uv niggers teli how they treats a black 
man up in that place, ‘specially the 
‘sectin’ room. When I though they was 
goin’ to take me in that ar place where 
the carvin’s done, my feet just refused 
tc keep still, and I went off with ’em.” 

In police court Friday morning, Miles 
was given 30 days for a previous mis- 
demeanor, and bound over under bond 
of $500 for Thursday's offense. The two 
wounded women will live.

WELCOME TO THE GLIDDEN TOUR. 


Atlanta will this afternoon have the pleasure of welcoming the 
Glidden tour, one of the most important annual classics in the worid 
of the automobile. For a week nearly a hundred cars of many makes 
dnd sizes, containing entrants from various portions of the country, 
have been trundling over the highway nearly a thousand miles in 
length that.stretches between New York and Atlanta. 

The greeting extended to them this afternoon will be commen- 
surate with the long-established reputation of the tour and the 
prominence of the participants. Through a succession of years the 
Glidden cavalcade has traversed routes covering various parts of 
the country, and it is a safe assertion that its influence has been in- 
strumental in enhancing sentiment for good roads, in bringing the 
automobile into greater favor and in teaching valuable lessons to 
manufacturers in the way of improving the endurance and reliabil- 
ity of the machines themselves. 

This afternoon and tomorrow will be spent in rest, which will 
come as a well-earned relaxation after the trying ordeal of the 
past seven days. Monday, the tourists remain over in Atlanta, and 
it is planned to entertain them so generously that they will carry 
home a new conception of Georgia hospitality. In this undertak- 
ing, as well as in the welcoming of the tour, both the automobilists 
and the people generally of Atlanta should cooperate. The tour is 
a national event. The reception accorded the participants at the 
county line, and the social attentions shown them during their stay 
here, will take this important fact into reckoning. 

In welcoming the Gliddenites to Georgia, The Constitution 
feels a sense of pride in assuring them that their road-troubles are 
largely at an end, so long as their route lies in this state. 

The good roads campaign of the past three years has achieved, 
and is still achieving, its magic in splendid highways and county 
cooperation.

Its basic motive is the marking of fifty 
years of organized effort in the foreign missionary field, in fact, the 
mission field generally, among women of all denominations. As 
will be seen by a glance at the program, many denominations and 
creeds participate in the meetings of the coming week, as the no- 
table speakers from outside the city are also drawn from religious 
divisions theologically far apart. 

To use an illustration, what the Atlanta Federation of Women’s 
Clubs has done to bring the women of Atlanta together for civic 
uplift, lessening duplicated effort, taking up lost motion, providing 
for exchange of experiences and correction of mutual errors, the jubi- 
lee movement and the organizations back of it are setting out to ac- 
complish in the sense of spiritual uplift and education along the 
line of missionary effort. 

Each phase of’ mission work, touching children, the home, the 
school, the street, medical work, etc., is to be extensively covered, 
the central idea being to convey to the average woman her share 
of responsibility in the organized effort to take practical religion to 
foreign lands, and to awaken in those who are indifferent the real 
missionary spirit. Providing a clearing house for the most conse- 
crated ability and effort. of all denominations, it represents a dem- 
ocratization of missionary effort in itself of immense importance as 
a portent of future effort. 

The women of Atlanta have planned long and carefully for the 
Each of the meetings, and especially 
the denominational rallies, should draw attendance proportionate 
with the meaning of the movement, which is, of itself, an epoch- 
marking one. 


THE TRAGEDIES OF AVIATION. 


The appallingly suddén death of Eugene Ely, the world-famous 
|aviator, at the Georgia state fair in Macon, as the result of losing 
control of his aeroplane, simply adds clinching evidence to the fact 
that science is yet on the threshold of its mastery of the air. 

Since the Wrights made heavier-than-air navigation a common- 
place, the roster of deaths and injuries has lengthened formidably. 
Analysis of casualties almost invariably reveals two leading factors: 
That assumed experts or veterans are generally the sufferers and 
that the falls which result in death and maiming generally occur 
from low and not great heighths. It was a fifty-foot fall that 
killed Ely. 

Almost infallibly these twin pieces of evidence seem to indicate 


'that the tribe of airmen, multiplying wonderfully during the past 


few months, suffer as a rule from over-confidence, from relaxation 
of eternal vigilance and from failure to realize that their art is yet 
in its initial stages. 

It is a safe assumption that these distressing tragedtes ‘Will con- 
tinue until aviation has become more established as an exact science, 
and the individual operator learns he can gamble with death no 
more successfully fifty feet than one 
firma.

Howard Pattillo, one of the best

Governor Smith Still Hopes for 
Settlement of Freight 
Rates. 


Definite action in the matter of the 
alleged violation of the lease contract 
of the Western and Atlantic Setivens 
with reference to freight rates may be 
expected at an early date.

“If Judge Russell did not make the

The Columbus Interview. 


“When the judge was credited with 
saying, in an interview at Columbus, 
that he believed that beer should be 
sold only in bottles, and not allowed to 
be drunk on the premises, I am sure 
that it was accepted as an amendment 
to and consistent with his original 
package house theory for the distribu- 
tion and sale of intoxicants.

“When approached by a citizen from 
a localitv which might not be favorable 
to this he states that he was ‘merely 
joking’ and to those in localities that 
would be most likely to Le favorable to 
it he states he was candid and sincere,

from the same article, in which he at- 
tempts to criticise Governor Brown 
and his friends as follows: that ‘his 
personal preference as regards the 
whisky saloon is beside the question, 
as he believes absolutely in the peo- 
ple.

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STATE CHAMBER 
SELECTS MACON 


As Temporary Headquarters. 
Resolution Adopted Favoring 
State Freight Bureau. 


Macon, Ga., October 20.—(Special.)— 
The Georgia State Chamber of Com- 
merce held a meeting today in the Au- 
ditorium of the Macon Chamber of 
Commerce, and several. substantial 
moves were taken toward organizing a 
chamber of commerce in every town 
in the state.

duction of intrastate express charges 
and to protect members against over- 
charges on existing tariffs.”

THE PRICE OF COTTON AND 
THE POLITICAL SITUATION

relation between politics and the price 
of.cotton. 

President ‘Taft's Reciprocity Cam- 
paign and Mr. Underwood's Tariff 
Rills ruined the business year of 1911, 
and caused the cotton manufacturers 
to lose between $50,000,000 and $100,- 
000,000, or fully one-third their entire 
working capital. 

Crippled in this way, and with 
prospect of more Underwood tariff ag- 
itation in 1912 and thereafter, cotton 
manufacturers have been partly unable 
and partly unwilling to buy cotton in 
the usual way. The result of this agi- 
tation on their part, with a fuil crop, 
has been to cause a decline 
price of cotton so far from ld4c per 
pound to %c per pound, with the bot- 
tom not yet reached.

UNWRITTEN PLEA

Jury Returns Verdict of Not) 
Guilty in Case of J. T. | 
Smith’s Slayer. | 

| 


“We, the jury, find the defendant! 
‘not guilty.’"’ Such was the verdict in 
the case of J. F. Garner, charged with » 
the murder of J. T. Smith. It was re- 
turned after tHe jury had been out 
for only half an hour, and was evi- 
dently pleasing to most of the spec- | 
tators who gathered after dinner to 
await the result of the conference. Ab- | 
solute silence greeted the announce- 
ment, however, for Judge L. S. Roan, 
before allowing the verdict to be 
read, very emphatically stated that 
and demonstration would be regarded 
as contempt of court, and that any- 
one disturbing the quiet of the. 
court room would be immediately taken 
in charge by the deputy. Feeling in | 
the case had been so intense that the | 
judge wished to guard against any | 
tumultuous applause in the event the 
verdict was for Garner, or any expres- | 
sion of disapproval if the decision went | 
against the man who shot and killed 
the man responsible for his wife’s dis- 
honor. 

When the jury began to file in, Gar-| 
ner arose. Hig face was rather pale, | 
and his lips were nervously mobile; | 
but he stood very quietly, only the 
expression in his eyes indicating his 
feeling. It seemed that the reading of 
the verdict was delayed a little longer | 
than usual, Judge Roan’s announce- | 
ment to the spectators taking a few 
seconds, and other preliminaries delay- 
ing the announcement slightly longer | 
than usual, As the solicitor approach- | 
ed the words “not guilty,” Garner 
seemed to brace himself, and as the 
reading ceased, the tenseness of his 
face relaxed. Without a- word, he'| 
reached over the railing after his hat. | 
As many men came up to shake hands 
with him, he gave his own in return; 
but, so far as the spectators saw, he. 
did not utter a single word in the 
court room after the verdict wags read. 
He left within a few minutes, his de- 
parture bringing to a close the second 
murder trial of the week. 

Both were of sharp interest, but the 
latter wag of that dramatic kind 
which attracted many people to the 
court room. One of the most interest- 
ing moments during:.the progress of 
the evidence on Thursday was when 
Officer McGill, one of the state’s wit- 
nesses, testified about the arrest of 
Garner. 

“As I came up to Garner,” testified 
the officer, “he said, “There’s an offi- 
cer; I'll surrender to him.’ And he 
did, and I asked him why he shot 
Smith, and he sald he would take me 
to his wife and she would tell me. He 
took me to her, and she said that Gar- 
ner had shot Smith because she told 
him that he was the man that per- 
suaded her to go out with him. That 
was all that was said.” 

Judge L. 8. Roan’s charge, given 
with absolute impartiality, a plain, 
earnest exposition of the law, was one 
of the features of the case, and the 
addresses to the jury were of notable 
power. 

Solicitor Hugh M. Dorsey made a fine 
plea for the upholding of the law, 
placing his argument on a high plane 
and pointing out the imperative need 
to curb aTl lawless inclinations. J. D. 
Kilpatrick made an able address in 
defense of Garner, basing his talk on 
the principle of the unwritten law, 
but asserting that his client had the

It was evident from the start that 
the pit supply of wheat would be too 
scanty for buyers’ comfort. This con- 
dition grew worse as the day pro- 
gressed, being relieved only at rare 
intervals, and then not sufficiently to 
cause any material setback. The main 
reason was that it had been storming 
through the northwest following rains 
overnight. More unfavorabie condi- 
tions could hardly be imagined for 
threshing the great quantities of 
wheat still remaining in the  helds 
both sides of the Canadian line. 
Plowing, for which time had already 
been greatly shortened, was given a 
further serious handicap. In addition, 
an increased demand for flour was re- 
ported in the southwest, especially, 
and tnere were advices from Omaha 
that Minneapolis buyers were taking 
all the cash wheat offered. It was 
also said that returned shipments 
would be light. News of a bearish 
sort came from Argentina and else- 
where, but seemed to carry little 
weight, as against the overwhelming 
popular sentiment for the bull side. 
During the session December swung 
from $1.01 to $1.02% and closed at

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With the entire organization, almost 
to a man, seated at the table, the 
Atlanta Real Estate Association held 
one of the most enthusiastic and suc- 
cessful meetings in its history at the 
dinner at Durand’s cafe ‘last night. 
The banquet had a larger attendance 
than any heretofore held, and the 
spirit of good-fellowship, as well as an 
earnestness of purpose, was every- 
where in evidence. 

It was an epoch-making meeting, and 
indicated that this feature of the or- 
ganization is here to stay. Many lead- 
ing real estate men, after last night's 
meeting, expressed the belief that this 
is the greatest movement that the 
real estate men of Atlanta have ever 
instituted for the welfare of the or- 
ganization and the profession. 

Curbstone Broker Condemned. 

The subject under discussion was 
“The Curbstone Broker,” and, after the 
spread, a number of speeches were 
made by prominent real estate men 
about the situation, and how to cope 
with it. 

Toastmaster W. A. Foster called 
upon many men for speeches upon 
the topic. Among the prominent speak- 
ers were Walker Dunson, Mr. Kiser, 
Charles P. Glover and others. 

These gentlemen outlined briefly the 
great detriment that is done to the 
profession by the unlicensed real 
estate broker. The damage done real 
estate dealers by the curbstone broker, 
according to the speakgrs, is not 50 
much from a financial standpoint as 
from that of the destruction of the 
reputation of the profession for hon- 
esty and clean dealing. 

Much laughter was evinced during 
the course of Mr. Kiser’s speech, when 
he complained that he was continual- 
ly beset by lady agents who warted 
to come in for a rake-off. It was 
admitted generally, however, that lady 
agents are a pestiferous specie to the 
profession, and in the action later 
taken with regard to curbstone brok- 
ers they were included. 

A thorough thrashing out of the sit- 
uation resulted in a resolution offered 
by Harris G. White that the secretary 
of the association be instructed to get 
a Mst of the names of licensed real 
estate dealers in Atlanta from the city 
clerk, and send printed copies of the 
list to each member of the association, 
which resolution was carried unani- 
mously by the association. 

Must Have a License. 

The association, upon motion of 
Walker Dunson, then carried a resolu- 
tion that it is the sense of the organ- 
ization that no person déaling in real 
estate without license be recognized 
by the profession. 

It was even suggested that when 
an unlicensed broker was encountered 
accepting a commission on a sale of 
real estate, he should be reported to 
the city authorities, but no action was 
taken on the matter. 

Certain it is, however, that the as- 
sociation of real estate men of Atlanta 
has set out with the determination to 
be rid of anything that tends to the 
lowering of the profession, and will 
not cease to wage war upon it until 
this object is accomplished. 

It was suggested by Mr. Gay, in his 
speech, that something should be done 
to remedy conditions in Atlanta with 
regard to taxes paid by real estate 
property holders. He pointed out that 
mortgaged property holders in Atlanta 
pay state, county and city taxes in 
full, whereas in other cities, notably 
New York, he was required to pay 
only on his equity. He also pointed 
out that if the present tax on loans, 
which reduces the interest received to 
about 4 per cent, could be reduced it 
would make loans much easier. “The 
very fact that this thing is done in 
other cities,” he said, “shows that it 
coul be done here, and should be 
done here.” 

“Real Estate Talks” Praised, 

Secretary Dillon read a letter from 
A. S. Hooks suggesting that the as- 
sociation express its appreciation of 
the work of the Adairs in writing the 
“Real Estate Talks” for the Sunday 
papers, and the convention passed a 
resolution that a committee of three 
be appointed to write a letter fo the 
Adairs expressing the sentiments of 
the body. : 

With regard to the curbstone brok- 
ers, Emmett Hight, in a letter to the 
association, offered a suggestion as to 
how to cope with the unlicensed 
agents, which met with wide ap- 
proval, to the effect that agents of 
legitimate dealers be furnished with a 
button which would distinguish them 
from the unlicensed men. - 

When the men gathered to talk in 
groups after the dinner was over, great 
enthusiasm was expressed over the 
success of the meeting, and great 
hopes were expressed for the future. 

The association is planning to hold|{ 
a meeting in the near future for the 
entertainment of the sisters, wives and 
sweethearts of the real estate men, but 
no definite date has been set for the 
event.
